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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of the species, depicted by Fig. 4 and 5, in the reply filed on 
05/18/2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claim 3 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on 05/18/2006. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1, 2 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Fugii et 
al ('1 75). 

Fugii et al discloses a mirror device for a vehicle comprising a hollow shaft (2) that is 
provided with a mirror base (1) fixed to a vehicle body, a housing (5) which houses a motor (7) 
for swinging a mirror unit (3) between a use position and a fold position and is turnably 
supported by the shaft penetrating the housing; and a cover (6) for covering the housing to 
thereby seal an inside of the housing, wherein the cover includes a cylindrical portion (29) which 
extends in the axial direction of the shaft and engages with the outer surface of the shaft when 
the shaft is inserted, and an end portion cover (the portion of element 29 which extends in a first 
direction substantially perpendicular to the axial direction of the shaft and has a first end at a tip 
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of the cylindrical portion and a second end at a point which covers a penetration end surface of 
the shaft, shown in Fig. 1), wherein the tip of the cylindrical portion includes a portion which is 
inclined toward the shaft, wherein the cylindrical portion is rotatable relative to the shaft in order 
for said housing to swing from said use position to said fold position, wherein the end portion 
cover is part of the cover that covers the motor, wherein said shaft has an inner face which 
extends to the penetration end surface of the shaft and wherein the cylindrical portion and the 
end portion cover form substantially an L-shaped in cross section. Note Fig. 1 along with the 
associated description thereof. 

5. Claims 8 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the elastic resin laminated on the 
inner surface of the cylindrical portion must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
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drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.
